Students,  Faculty  and  Staff,  Parents, 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  cast  your 
minds  back  to  the  opening  of  this 
school  year.  September  sunshine. 
Tuesday  September  4,  our  new  stu- 
dents arrive.  Everyone  greets  Andy 
Rodford  as  a  long  lost  uncle.  Winged 
seeds,  tentative  beginnings,  poignant 
family  farewells.  Orientation.  Fun  and 
Games.  Thursday  September  6  — 
returning  students  arrive.  Meetings 
and  more  meetings.  The  Opening  of 
Year  Assembly.  The  Terry  Fox  Run. 
Monday  September  1 0  —  first  full  day 
of  classes.  Tuesday  September  1 1 . 

That  dark  morning,  the  bells  tolled  for 
all  humanity.

Our  junior  girls 
basketball  team,  led  by  Marlee  Hahn 
and  Maddie  Menefee,  competed  with 
skill  and  spirit,  winning  the  Mid-Island 
competition.  Our  Junior  Boys  soccer 
team,  inspired  by  strikers  Miguel 
Ludlow  and  Jack  Allpress  and  ably 
defended  by  Branlin  Shockey  in  goal, 
had  a  wonderful  season,  also  finishing 
as  Mid-Island  Champions.  Our  ice 
hockey  team,  strongly  captained  by 
Stuart  Sinclair,  played  a  stunning 
showcase  game  against  Shawnigan, 
showing  restraint  under  pressure  and 
sportsmanship  in  victory,  one  of  the 
best  Hockey  Nights  in  Canada  this 
season.

Before  we  turn  to  academic  accom- 
plishment, let  us  continue  now  with 
campus  development.  From  July  2nd 
last  year,  our  campus  has  been  abuzz

In  January,  we 
opened  the  doors  of  our  state  of  the 
art  new  Health  Centre,  now  enhanced 
by  a  Japanese  garden  and  delightful 
landscaping.  And  this  month,  we 
turned  the  sod  for  the  T.  Gil  Bunch 
Centre  for  the  Performing  Arts,  sched- 
uled to  open  in  September  2003.

The  scholarship  and  promise  of 
those  next  in  line,  Assistant  Head 
Prefect  and  Captain  of  Rogers  House, 
Stuart  Sinclair  and  Captain  of  the  Boat 
House  Katrina  Wechselberger,  were 
also  recognized  by  Princeton 


University,  who  awarded  them  early 
admission  in  an  exceptionally  compet- 
itive year. 

This  year,  almost  all  of  the  graduating 
class  have  served  the  school  not  only 
in  their  houses  but  also,  led  by  their 
House  Captains  and  their  Assistants, 
the  school  and  campus  as  a  whole. 
The  members  of  the  Student  Executive 
Council,  led  by  Kristal,  Stuart  Sinclair 
and  Katie  Lin,  and  including  SAC

President,  Vanessa  Morcom,  the 
House  Captains,  Day  student  repre- 
sentative Alex  Cocks  and  Interhouse 
coordinator  Oliver  Peacock  have  also 
represented  the  views  and  interests  of 
the  student  body  on  all  issues  and 
offered  invaluable  practical  advice  to 
me.  Please  join  me  in  thanking  them 
and  all  our  student  leaders  for  contin- 
uing the  Brentwood  tradition  of  lead- 
ership through  service  to  our  commu- 
nity this  year.

It's  always  a  long  gathering  isn't  it?  Well, 
if  this  afternoon  is  a  marathon,  you'll  be 
glad  to  know  that  I'm  the  final  sprint.  But 
first,  before  we  cross  the  finish  line,  we  the 
■  Class  of  2002,  must  say  farewell  and  ren- 
der thanks,  to  those  who  gave  us  their 
uncompromised  support  over  the  past  few 
years. 

A  week  or  so  ago,  I  was  questioned  as  to 
whether  Brentwood's  success,  hails  from 
the  old  school  traditions  and  the  "De 
Manu  in  Manum"  factor,  or  rather  the  con- 
stant influx  of  new  blood  that  keeps  the 
system  alive  and  well.  Though  nothing  in 
life  is  ever  black  and  white,  I  have  come 
to  realize  over  the  past  four  years,  that 
change  is  the  key.

Brentwood  in  many  ways  is  like  a  river:  a 
constant  flow  of  fresh  water  pummels 
through  the  banks  that  are  ever  changing. 
Tradition  on  the  other  hand  is  needed  to 
keep  the  school  in  check  and  balance.  I'd 
say  Brentwood's  recipe  for  success,  is  fl 
cup  of  Brit  and  Canuck  marbled  faculty,  a 
pound  of  uniquely  talented  students,  two 
and  a  half  teaspoons  of  change,  and  just 
a  hint  of  tradition  (just  a  whisper).

We 
had  a  primitive  dining  room,  class- 
rooms that  leaked  in  rainy  weather 
and  residential  houses  that  were  still 
under  construction.  We  drove  teams 
around  in  the  "Hunky",  a  vehicle 
that  was  condemned  by  the  police 
in  1972. 

I  taught  here  under  all  three  heads, 
David  Mackenzie,  Bill  Ross  and 
Andrea  Pennells.  Two  of  them  per- 
mitted, or  persuaded,  me  to  teach 
math,  English,  consumer  education 
and  business  studies,  as  well  as 
social  studies  and  geography.  I 
have  long  been  associated  with 
coaching  field  hockey,  but  the 
records  show  that  I  have  also  been 
let  loose  with  groups  playing  bad- 
minton, rugby,  soccer,  curling,  ice 
hockey  and  running  cross-country. 
My  involvement  in  sports  teams  took 
me  on  nine  overseas  tours  to 
England,  Netherlands,  Germany, 
Bermuda  and  Barbados. 

Probably  my  proudest  boast  is  that  I

have  taught  more  classes  and  more 
students  at  Brentwood  College 
School  than  any  other  teacher  since 
the  school  opened  in  1923.  The 
most  significant  single  event  I  expe- 
rienced was  the 
arrival  of  girls  to  the 
school  in  1972.  On 
the  sports  field,  the 
highlight  has  to  be 
the  girls  winning  the 
B.C.  Field  Hockey 
Championship  in 
1985.

Speech  by  Howard  Martin 


Mrs.  Pennells,  Honoured  Guests, 
Parents,  Grandparents,  and,  especially, 
Graduates  of  2002. 

"Perhaps  I  may  include  myself  with  you 
as  I  am  leaving  the  Brentwood  class- 
room along  with  you.  Mrs.  Pennells 
bravely  asked  me  to  speak  to  you 
today,  to  offer  a  few  words  of  wisdom 
and  advice  that  I  might  have  acquired 
after  teaching  (according  to  my  rough 
estimation),  26,136  classes  at 
Brentwood,  writing  nearly  1 1,000 
reports  (and  still  not  finished),  spend- 
ing 8,085  hours  on  the  sports  fields 
and  driving  a  few  thousand  kilometres 
without  injury  to  any  team  player  or 
geography  stu- 
dent. None  of  this 
would  have  been 
possible  without 
the  advice  of  so 
many  backseat 
drivers  that  are  in 
front  of  me 
today. 

What  words  of 
inspiration  can  I 
offer?  Well,  I  am 
going  to  recount  a 
true  story  that  I 
think  has  lessons 
for  all  of  us,  but 
especially  for 
younger  people 
like  you  who  are 
now  about  to 
experience  a 
change  in  life's  direction. 

Ernest  Shackleton  was  an  Irish-born 
explorer  who  went  to  sea  at  1 6  to 
avoid  a  career  in  medicine  that  his 
father  wished  for  him.  He  raised  funds 
for  an  expedition  to  cross  from  one 
side  of  Antarctica  to  the  other  via  the 
Pole.  He  placed  an  ad  in  a  London 


newspaper:  "Men  wanted  —  for  haz- 
ardous journey,  small  wages,  bitter 
cold,  long  months  of  complete  dark- 
ness, constant  danger,  safe  return 
doubtful.  Honour  and  recognition  in 
case  of  success."  —  that  might  sound 
like  an  ad  for  Brentwood  when  you 
came  in  grade  8  or  9. 

Nearly  5,000  applications  were 
received,  including  a  few  from  women. 
This  was  in  March  1914.  Twenty-seven 
men  were  selected  based  on  character, 
experience  and  skills.  A  coal-fired 
steamship,  built  of  wood,  some  350 
tons,  and  named  the  "Endurance"  was 
purchased.  The  aim  of  the  expedition 
was  to  break 
through  the  sea 
ice  of  the 
Weddell  Sea, 
land  on  the 
Antarctic  coast, 
cross  the  conti- 
nent with  the 
help  of  dog  sleds 
to  the  opposite 
coast  where 
another  ship 
would  pick  them 
up.  (This  had 
never  been  done, 
nor  was  it  until 
the  1950s.) 

The  Endurance 
left  England  in 
August  1914. 
Once  into  the  ice 
of  the  southern  ocean,  the  ship  bat- 
tered its  way  towards  land,  but  for 
nearly  10  months  (a  full  school  year), 
it  was  unable  to  break  free.  The  ship 
was  finally  crushed  and  it  sank  in 
November  1915. 

Now  picture  28  men  with  two  twenty- 
foot  long,  open  lifeboats,  50  sled 


dogs,  a  pet  cat  and  essential  supplies 
adrift  on  ice  floes,  2,000  kms.  from 
the  fringes  of  civilization,  no  radio 
contact  with  the  outside  world,  no  one 
knowing,  and,  as  Europe  was 
embroiled  in  a  world  war,  few  even 
caring  where  they  were. 
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Shackleton  and  the  men  were  perpetu 
ally  soaked,  experiencing  temperatures  J£ 
that  got  so  cold  they  could  hear  the 
water  freeze.  Ice  floes  fractured  leav- 
ing supplies  and  groups  of  men  sepa- 
rated or  plunged  into  icy  water.  Sea 
leopards  were  a  constant  threat  to  life, 
suddenly  breaking  through  the  ice  to 
grab  a  penguin,  a  sled  dog  or  per- 
haps one  of  the  men.  Sleep  was 
always  difficult  to  achieve. 


From  November  until  the  following 
April  (1916)  the  party  pulled  the 
lifeboats  and  supplies  over  the  ice, 
jumping  aboard  and  sailing  when  the 
ice  allowed.  Eventually  they  landed  on 
the  remote,  barren  Elephant  Island  in 
the  middle  of  April.  The  days  were 
short  and  the  temperature  rarely 
above  -20°  C.  The  new  challenge  was 
to  escape  from  Elephant  Island. 
Shackleton's  goal  now  was  to  bring 
everyone  home  alive  from  a  part  of 
the  world  where  nobody  knew  they 
were. 


Now  began  perhaps  the  greatest 
ocean  journey  of  all  time.  Six  men, 
including  Shackleton,  sailed  one  of  the 
twenty-foot  lifeboats  through  icebergs 
and  winter  gales  for  1 ,200  kms  to 
reach  South  Georgia  where  they  knew 
they  would  find  help.  The  other  22 
men  remained  on  Elephant  Island 
realizing  that  if  Shackleton  failed,  they 
were  doomed. 

South  Georgia  was  found  as  the  result 
of  an  incredible  feat  of  navigation,  but 
the  men  had  to  scale  a  glacier-cov- 
ered mountain  range  and  hike  25  kms 
to  reach  the  nearest  manned  whaling 
station  and  contact  with  other  humans. 

It  took  four  attempts  and  another  three 
months  to  reach  Elephant  Island  with  a 
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/essel  to  rescue  the  22  left  there  for 
he  winter.  They  had  lived  in  a  hut 
nade  from  their  upturned  lifeboat.  No 
?ne  had  died,  no  one  had  starved,  no 
jne  had  gone  mad. 

/Vhy  did  I  tell  you  this  story?  There  are 
essons  of  leadership,  perseverance, 
noral  and  physical  courage,  core  val- 
jes  that  unite  people. 

ihackleton  failed  to  achieve  his  origi- 
nal goal,  but  his  expedition  was  a  very 
successful  failure.  He  rallied  and 
naintained  morale,  led  by  example 
and  was  able  to  placate  any  possible 
spread  of  malcontent.  He  genuinely 
:ared  for  everyone.

World  Debating 
Championships 

Adam  Schneider,  Grade  1 1  debater 
extraordinaire,  added  another  mile- 
stone to  his  public  speaking  career 
with  a  second-place  finish  at  the 
World  Public  Speaking  and  Debating 
Championships  recently.  The  event 
was  held  in  Balgowan,  a  city  in  the 
Kwazulu-Natal  Midlands  of  South 
Africa,  and  although  Adam  was 
busy  with  the  tournament,  he  and 
the  other  members  of  the  Canadian 
team  found  time  to  experience  the 
local  culture.  During  a  three-day 
safari,  Adam  was  "charged  by  ele- 


phants, surrounded  by  lions, 
and  attacked  by  hippos"  (not 
your  average  debate  tourna- 
ment!); he  also  watched 
authentic  Zulu  dancing  and 
other  traditional  activities. 

At  the  Worlds,  he  competed  in 
four  categories:  debate,  interpre- 
tive reading,  impromptu  speak- 
ing, and  persuasive  speaking, 
placing  2nd,  6th,  3rd,  and  3rd 
respectively,  for  an  overall  finish 
of  second  place.

Dr.  Lloyd  Axworthy,  former  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs  speaks  to  students  and  staff 


Dr.  Lloyd  Axworthy 

Dr.  Axworthy  holds  a  PhD  in  Political 
Science  from  Princeton  University 
and  has  served  in  the  federal  parlia- 
ment for  many  years.  He  has  been 
nominated  for.  a  Nobel  Peace  Prize 
for  his  work  on  land  mines  and 
helped  to  draft  the  Rome  Statute  for 
the  International  Criminal  Court.  He 
is  best  known  internationally  for  his 
articulation  of  the  concept  of  'human 
security1.  "Fundamental  to  the  free- 
doms we  associate  with  human 
rights  is  the  freedom  from  fear.  There 
can  be  no  true  freedom  of  speech,  of 
association  or  of  livelihood  when 
people  live  in  fear." 

As  Axworthy  enumerated  the  chal- 
lenges that  confront  us,  he  raised  the 
concept  of  the  'new  world  order',  and 
asked,  ".  .  .  the  big  question  —  what 
is  the  agenda?  Where  is 
the  blueprint?"  Safety 
and  security  for  all  must 
be  the  goal,  he 
answered,  and  the  way 
to  that  is  a  coordinated 
effort  through  the 
United  Nations  to  pro- 
vide a  basic  education 
to  children  all  around 
the  world  and  to  sup- 
port international  insti- 


tutions that  work  for  the  good  of  all. 

Though  retired  from  public  office, 
Lloyd  Axworthy  remains  an  active 
participant  in  world  affairs,  through 
his  humanitarian  work  and  position 
as  Director  of  the  Liu  Centre  for  the 
Study  of  Global  Issues  at  UBC.

Address  to  the  Graduating 
Class  of  2002 


"A  year  ago,  I  stood  on  this  stage  to 
bid  adieu  to  the  class  of  2001.  For 
those  graduates,  the  ceremony  was  a 
rite  of  passage,  changing  school 
boys  and  girls  into  men  and  women 
of  the  world.  And  it  struck  me  that  I 
too  was  touched  by  the  transforma- 
tional magic  of  the  evening.  It  was 
my  first  formal  speech  —  a  personal 
rite  of  passage.  After  this  symbolic 
ritual,  in  a  celebratory  mood,  I  min- 
gled with  graduates  and  parents  in 
the  lobby,  proud  to  be  a  card-carry- 
ing member  of  this  fine  group  of 
adults.  It  seemed  natural  to  celebrate 
with  a  beverage,  so  I  glided  to  the 
bar,  and  ordered  a  drink.  "Could  I 
see  some  I.D.?"  I  had  no  I.D.  I  had 
borrowed  the  jacket  from  my  father. 
The  small  consolation  was  the  sup- 
port I  received  from  many  of  the 
graduates:  "I'll  boot  for  you  Mr. 
Collis!" 

Some  things  may  never 
change,  but  the  world 
will,  and  we  can  look  to 
your  high  school  career 
for  examples.  Three 
years  ago,  all 
Brentwood  staff,  even 
the  veteran  teachers 
whose  first  language  is 
Latin  —  I'm  not  imply- 
ing that  the  Brentwood

Alex  House,  1 0  Years  Later 

Grasping  a  still  moment  in  the  midst  of 
the  hectic  routine  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
we  pause  to  reflect  on  the  role  Alex 
House  has  played  on  the  stage  of  our 
lives  and  on  the  lives  of  the  cast  who 
have  had  such  a  profound  influence  on 
our  experience. 

Our  courageous  eldest  sister,  Katie,  left 
Kitimat  and  forged  this  path  a  decade 
ago,  unaware  of  the  world  of  opportunity 
awaiting  her.  Of  course  there  were  the 
occasional  lonely  nights  and  homesick 
phone  calls,  but  five  years  later  —  a  con- 
fident Prefect,  House  Captain  of  Alex 
House,  and  winner  of  two  major  school 
awards  at  graduation  —  Katie  had,  as  we 
all  have  now,  formed  friendships  and 
memories  that  will  last  a  lifetime.  These 
lasting  friendships  include  that  made  with 
our  beloved  Jamaican  Housemistress  who 
becomes  more  of  a  friend  than  an 
authority  figure  by  the  time  Grade  1 2 
comes  around  —  one  whom  we've  all 
mistakenly  called  'mum'  at  least  once  over 
these  five  years. 


The  year  after  Katie  became  a 
Brentonian,  Harry  followed  in  her  foot- 
steps to  this  world  that  we  had  now  heard 
so  much  about  but  could  only  imagine. 
She  went  on  to  row  at  Nationals  in  St. 
Kitts  for  five  years  in  a  row,  earning  a 
golden  oar  award  for  the  first  girl  to  do 
so  in  the  history  of  Brentwood.  The  Mills 
era  had  planted  itself  firmly  on  campus 
and  was  beginning  to  grow,  every  so 
often  sprouting  a  new  member  —  in  our 
case  two. 

In  September  of  1997  the  Brentwood 
dream  became  a  reality  for  us  when  we 
joined  forces  with  Katie  and  Harry  to 
overrun  the  school  with  Mills.  Looking 
back  five  years  later  on  a  time  that  feels 
like  yesterday,  fond  memories  flood  back. 
Fernanda  de  la  Pend,  or  Fergy  as  we 
called  her,  a  little  Mexican  who  joined  us 
in  Grade  8,  often  finds  her  way  into  con- 
versation and  will  always  be  warmly 
remembered.  Sunday  afternoons  have 
not  been  the  same  without  juniors  enter- 
taining Mrs.  Dot  Pitt  to  tea  in  the  kitchen, 
while  she  recounted  affectionate  stories  of 
her  husband  and  twin  sons  to  us.  Lottie 
remembers  the  shaving  cream  fights  that 


she  and  Anna  Boyar  used  to  have 
during  prep  and  her  excitement  for 
Tuesday  night  big-little  sister 
groups.  All  of  us  Alex  House  Lifers, 
sj;  including  Vanessa,  Louise,  and  Al, 

have  different  memories  of  that  first 
H  year,  but  something  that  we  certain- 
»|  ly  all  shared  was  a  feeling  of  enor- 
H  mous  awe  and  admiration  for  the 
\  Grade  12s. 


By  the  time  our  fifth  sister  arrived  at 
the  school,  Katie's  careful  path  had 
become  a  well-beaten  track.  Alex 
trailed  Harry's  footsteps  to  become 
an  outstanding  rower,  living  up  to 
the  name  "little  powerhouse"  that 
we  gave  her  at  the  beginning  of  her 
rowing  career.  Now  that  she  has 
been  here  for  two  years,  and  we 
are  the  grads  that  had  intimidated 
us  so  many  years  ago,  a  realization 
occurs:  we  have  seen  five 
Brentwood  generations  pass,  five 
years  of  people  come  and  go 
through  Alex  House.  Yet,  although 
the  names  and  faces  change,  the 
talent  and  feeling  of  community 
within  the  house  have  remained  the 
same.  In  the  1977  yearbook,  Mrs.  Ann 
Holden-Duncan,  the  first  Housemistress 
of  Alex  House  who  sadly  passed  away 
this  year,  said  that  this  was  a  "highly  tal- 
ented, sometimes  rambunctious  and  often 
exuberant"  household  of  girls  —  some- 
thing that  is  still  true  twenty-five  years 
later. 

We  still  venerate  rowers  and  early-morn- 
ing practices;  musical  theatre  rehearsals 
for  The  Boy  Friend;  an  Open  House  with 
boys  legally  in  our  rooms;  DQ  runs;  DQ 
birthday  cakes;  reminders  not  to  be 
"quick  chicks"  before  school  dances;  big- 
little  sister  nights;  pocket  money  on  Friday 
nights;  laughter;  bonding;  and  admoni- 
tions about  "canoodling  in  the  common 
room"!  Looking  back  on  this  five-year 
script,  neither  of  us  would  have  changed 
a  line.  The  cast  —  all  the  girls  in  the 
house,  our  friends,  Mrs.  Mais,  our  house 
staff,  our  teachers  and  our  family  —  has, 
for  us,  made  the  Brentwood  experience  in 
Alex  House  worth  a  standing  ovation.

Eight  years  ago,  when  Mr.  Clayton 
Johnston  began  sponsoring  the 
Students  Activities  Council,  the  SAC 
consisted  of  a  mere  eight  members. 
Today,  participation  in  the  very  active 
group  within  our  school  community 
has  escalated  —  this  year  boasting  a 
record  of  47  members. 

Charity  Work  Day,  an  event  organ- 
ized and  hosted  by  the  SAC,  has 
grown  in  our  local  community,  along 
with  the  SAC  itself.  Although  some 
students  may  grumble  beforehand,  it 
is  difficult  to  begrudge  one  Saturday's 
spring-cleaning  on  the  annual 
assembly  in  which  all  the  school's 
proceeds  are  divided  among  ten  or 
so  different  charities.  In  fact,  some  of 
these  charities,  such  as  Big  Brothers 
Big  Sisters  of  the  Cowichan  Valley, 
rely  on  this  event  to  stay  in  operation. 

Charity  Work  Day  takes  a  huge 
amount  of  organization.  Weeks 
before,  radio  broadcasts,  flyers  and 
applications  are  sent  out  by  local 
newspapers  to  advertise  the  event.

Rugby  Tour  2002 

After  a  long  flight,  the  Brentwood  team 
arrived  in  Sydney.  A  bus  ride  then  took  us 
to  the  Bondi  Beachhouse,  a  youth  hostel 
right  on  Bondi  Beach.  After  quickly  settling 
in,  we  made  our  way  down  to  the  beach, 
soon  discovering  that  most  of  us  would  be 
quite  content  to  just  stay  on  the  beach  for 
the  full  two  weeks!  The  next  day,  some  of 
us  managed  to  pull  ourselves  away  from 
the  beach  and  venture  elsewhere:  to  the 
aquarium  to  see  the  sharks;  to  the  zoo  to 
see  the  kangaroos;  or  to  other  beaches. 
That  night  we  all  met  up  to  watch  a  Super 
1 2  game,  NSW  Warratahs  vs.  The  Cats 
from  South  Africa.  It  was  a  sold-out  game, 
with  30,000  screaming  Aussies  watching 
the  home  team  clobber  the  visitors.  The 
stadium  was  electric.  That  was  it  for  our 
stay  in  Sydney,  we  were  then  on  to 
Brisbane. 

After  a  short  flight  we  arrived  in  Brisbane 
which  is  in  the  state  of  Queensland.  After 
a  big  steak  lunch  in  one  the  nicest  restau- 
rants in  the  town,  we  headed  in  to  the 
blazing  sun  in  our  black  golf  shirts.  The 
temperature  that  day  reached  as  high  as 
38  degrees  Celsius,  an  absolutely  scorch- 
ing day,  with  each  person  going  through 
about  5  bottles  of  water.  The  worst  part  of 
the  day  was  suffering  through  a  10-hour 
bus  ride  from  Brisbane  to  Rockhampton.

then  had  lunch, 
with  Kookaburra  birds  attacking  Luc 
Francis  and  Connor  McKenna,  while 
Dean.  .  .  was  feeding  the  tame  parrots.  In 
the  afternoon  we  went  out  on  a  glass-bot- 
tomed boat  to  go  snorkeling.  The  coral 
was  absolutely  beautiful,  with  a  myriad  of 
different  fish  swimming  about.  Tom  James 
managed  to  get  bitten  by  a  giant  clam  but 
everyone  else  had  a  wonderful  time! 

The  team  then  caught  a  train  from 
Rockhampton  in  the  early  morning  to  the 
Sunshine  Coast  where  we  were  hosted  by 
Immanuel  Lutheran  College.  That  after- 
noon, while  playing  our  second  game, 
things  were  going  well,  but  —  maybe  as  a 
result  of  some  local  curse  —  Brentwood 
players  started  dropping  like  flies.

Senior  Boys  Rowing 


A  First  in  Brentwood's  Rowing  History 
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In  the  fail  the  road  to  St. 
Catharines  looked  very  long  with  a 
steep  incline.  We  had  only  one 
returning  senior  rower,  Russ 
McShane,  and  two  other  grade  12 
students  in  the  entire  senior  pro- 
gram. The  core  of  the  group,  all 
twenty  of  them,  were  in  grade  1 1 . 
This  group  had  tremendous  success 
last  year  in  the  junior  school,  but 
how  were  they  going  to  cope  with 
the  senior  program? 

It  was  evident  right  from  the  start 
that  these  grade  1 1  's  did  not  want 
to  wait  until  their  grade  1 2  year  to 
have  success  again.  They  came  in 
with  great  enthusiasm  and  promise 
and  worked  extremely  hard  to 
make  this  jump. 

In  the  fall  we  raced  in  a  few  regat- 
tas, winning  the  Vancouver  Island 
Championships  in  the  eight,  quad, 
double  and  the  novice  eight.  The 
weekend  after  mid-term  we  hosted 
Green  Lake  crew  from  Seattle  for 
the  second  annual  dual  meet.  It 
was  a  great  weekend  with  both 
clubs  splitting  the  four  races  in  half. 

In  the  winter  term,  the  training  got 
harder  but  not  one  of  them  ran 
away  from  the  program.  At  the 
Monster  Erg  Championships  in 
Victoria,  we  placed  all  our  rowers 
in  the  top  10%  in  the  country  in  all 
the  divisions  we  entered.  At  the 
Head  of  Shawnigan  and  then  the 
next  day  at  the  Head  of  the  Mill 
Bay,  we  dominated  the  field  in  the 
varsity,  junior  varsity  and  light- 
weight divisions. 


Twelve  boys  and  two  girl  coxswains 
joined  the  nine  senior  girls  for  the 
annual  Los  Gatos  training  camp  in 
California.  It  was  a  great  trip  and 
in  the  dual  meet  with  Los  Gatos 
and  Marin,  the  Brentwood  crews 
came  out  on  top.  Marin  went  on  to 
place  third  at  the  US  national 
championships. 

The  spring  term  was  now  upon  us 
and  we  still  had  selection  issues. 
Eleven  different  people  had  rowed 
in  the  First  eight  and  it  was  now 
time  to  set  boats.  The  criteria  for 
making  the  lightweight  eight  was 
simple.  We  only  had  eight  rowers 
under  72  kg.  So  they  all  made  the 
eight.  The  First  eight  was  gaining 


speed  and  was  ready  to  take  on  all| 
that  were  ready  to  play  with  us. 

The  Club  dominated  the  Maple  Bay 
regatta.  Of  the  eleven  races  the 
senior  boys  were  entered  in,  we 
won  nine  and  came  third  in  the 
other  two.  The  Brentwood  Regatta 
has  grown  into  one  of  the  largest 
single  high  school  regattas  in  Nortr 
America.  It  is  harder  to  win  a  race 
at  Brentwood  than  at  the  American 
and  Canadian  high  school  champi- 
onships. Crews  lost  at  our  regatta 
and  then  went  on  to  win  their 
respective  national  championships. 
Our  senior  boys  eight  has  not  won 
the  varsity  eight  race  since  1998.

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Next  year  there  will  not  be  one 
student  in  the  school  who  was  in 
the  school  the  last  time  we  won  this 
race.  Just  to  qualify  for  the  finals  is 
a  task.  The  lightweight  eight  had  a 
great  week  training  and  narrowly 
lost  to  Green  Lake  in  the  final.  The 
first  eight  rowed  an  incredible  race 
narrowly  losing  to  Green  Lake  and 
Oregon  Rowing  Unlimited.  Both 
these  crews  went  on  to  come  first 
and  second  at  the  American 
Nationals. 

Due  to  the  relationship  with  the 
University  of  Washington,  we  were 
given  another  invitation  to  the 
Opening  Day  regatta  on  the 
Montlake  Cut  in  Seattle.  Coming 
off  the  excellent  performance  at  the 
Brentwood  Regatta,  the  Junior 
Varsity  and  Varsity  were  overly  con- 
fident about  their  chances.  In  both 
cases  our  inexperience  caught  up 
with  up  with  us  and  the  results  were 
demoralizing.  It  was  now  time  to 
rebuild  egos  and  confidence  and 
see  if  we  could  salvage  the  season. 

Dave  Frampton  stepped  up  to  the 
plate  and  improved  his  erg  score 
by  24  seconds,  thus  earning  a  spot 
in  the  first  eight.  The  final  erg  test 
of  the  year  renewed  everyone's 
hope  as  they  all  did  their  personal 
best. 

At  the  Shawnigan  Regatta  it  was 
our  chance  to  try  out  these  new 
combinations  in  the  eights,  fours, 
quads  and  doubles.  The  senior 
boys  cleaned  up,  losing  only  two 
races  in  the  Jr.  A,  junior  varsity, 
lightweight  and  novice  divisions. 
The  coaches'  moves  seemed  to  be 
working  in  the  right  direction.  We 
were  ready  for  St. Catharines. 

In  the  eight  races  we  entered,  we 
qualified  for  six  finals.  On  Sunday, 
the  senior  double  of  Russ  McShane

the  start  and  easily  won  the  gold 
medal.  The  lightweight  eight  fol- 
lowed in  one  of  the  toughest  races 
of  the  day,  placing  5th  in  a  highly 
competitive  field.  The  heavy  four 


also  came  5th  in  one  of  the  largest 
fields  in  the  boys  events.  The  heavy 
quad,  ("the  Quad  of  Death"),  were 
beaten  out  of  the  medals  by  just 
over  a  second,  finishing  4th.  There 
were  three  novice  oarsmen  in  the

boat  and  Brandon  Diana.  The  light- 
weight four  went  into  the  final  with 
the  second  fastest  time;  however,  in 
the  finals  a  late  charge  by  Colonel 
By,  Mathews  and  Brockville  beat 
them  out  for  that  elusive  medal. 

The  final  race  of  the  day  was  the 
senior  heavy  eight.  From  the  first 
stroke  of  the  race,  the  Brentwood 
first  eight  set  the  pace.  Brockville 
from  Ontario  tried  to  make  a  late 
charge  but  were  unable  to  get  in 
front.  Brentwood's  two-second  victo- 
ry was  the  eleventh  Canadian 
national  title  in  the  last  30  years. 
The  victory  helped  cement  the  over- 
all combined  points  championship 
for  the  second  year  in  a  row.  This  is 
a  first  in  Brentwood's  rowing  history.

The  Shawnigan 
Regatta  was  our  last  chance 
to  test  the  race  plan  over 
2000m,  with  more  success. 

Two  weeks  to  go.  Water  was 
chugged,  T-shirts  were  made 
(original  design  by  Lauren 
Selman),  calluses  were 
forged  into  our  hands  (except 
for  Kristin's),  and  then  we 
were  gone.  While  we  were 
strictly  told,  "this  is  not  a 
vacation,"  we  did  manage  to 
enjoy  ourselves  a  wee  bit, 
despite  the  heat  and  the 


humidity.  St.  Catharines  was  a  suc- 
cess, if  I  may  say  so;  every  girl  in  the 
women's  programme  left  with  a 
medal,  not  to  mention  the  whole 
club  national  championship  thing. 
With  one  more  point  we  would  have 
been  the  top  women's  club  in  the 
country. 

I  personally  want  to  thank  all  the 
coaches  for  what  proved  to  be  a 
wonderful  senior  year  for  me. 
Thanks  so  much  to  the  boys  pro- 
gram. I  know  we  have  enjoyed  our 
trips  together  this  year  and  have 
benefitted  from  all  being  a  part  of 
the  same  club.  A  big  thanks  goes  out 
to  Mr.  Titus  and  Mrs  Ferreira,  for 
keeping  our  boats  afloat,  and  mak- 
ing this  year  possible,  like  every 
other.

Grade  8  Rowing 

This  was  the  second  year  of  a 
grade  8  experiment,  exposing  the 
students  to  rowing  as  part  of  their 
RE.  program  in  the  third  term.  The 
goal  was  to  teach  them  in  4  weeks 
to  launch  a  quad,  row  to  the  start 
and  then  race  1 500  and  2000 
meters  to  the  finish  line  in  the 
Brentwood  and  Shawnigan  regatta 
This  fine  goal  was  put  to  the  test 
when,  due  to  the  keenness  of  Mr. 
Medina  to  get  them  started,  Mr. 


Toon  and  I  were  given  all  36  stu- 
dents at  once!  What  to  do?  Well  we 
made  their  RE.  class  extend 
through  three  hours  coaching  the 
crews  in  two  one  and  a  half  hour 
sessions,  the  first  group  launching, 
the  second  hot  seating  and  putting 
away.  It  worked  well  with  a  bit  of 
juggling  to  prepare  quads  for  the 
first  Regatta. 

Two  boys'  and  two  girls'  teams 
were  entered  in  the  Brentwood 
regatta.  All  achieved  their  goals  in 


fine  style  with  a  boys'  quad,  (Felix, 
Mancell,  King,  Johnson),  earning  a 
bronze  medal  and  a  girls'  quad, 
(Osier,  Shockey,  Altice,  Beswick) 
being  muscled  on  the  finishing  line 
to  a  4th  place.  The  other  two  quads 
acquitted  themselves  well,  finishing 
close  on  the  heals  of  our  crews.  It 
was  our  intention  to  put  1 6  other 
rowers  into  the  Shawnigan  regatta. 
Alas,  as  that  was  later  in  the 
month,  numerous  other  events  con- 
flicted. Many  of  the  athletes  were 
committed  to  compete  in  their 
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sport's  teams  at  tennis  and  track 
and  field  tournaments.  Only  one 
boys  quad  could  be  entered  plus  a 
double  (Felix,  Mancell)  two  girls 
quads  and  a  double,  (Osier, 
Beswick).  This  was  a  2000  meter 
race,  a  long  way  for  young  unprac- 
ticed  rowers.  Again  success  was 
close,  but  there  were  no  medals  for 
the  quads.  The  doubles  showed 
promise,  but  the  boys  fell  short  due 
to  a  fouled  start.  They  have  incredi- 
ble potential!  Telia  and  Sophie  also 
proved  my  confidence  in  their  abili- 
ty. After  only  rowing  in  a  double 
twice  they  entered  the  heats  with 
great  spirit  and  qualified  for  the 
final.  Here  they  rowed  a  strong 
race  in  second,  only  to  be  pipped 
at  the  finish  by  a  much  more  expe- 
rienced team.  What  a  future  these 
two  rowers  have!

Operation  Apollo.  Canadians  are  among  those  allies 
standing  on  guard  in  Afghanistan.  Playing  an  important 
support  role  for  the  U.S. -led  mission,  we  have  had  five 
ships,  six  planes  and  2,000  service  personnel,  including 
the  special  Joint  Task  Force  2  unit,  in  the  hunt  for 
Osama  bin  Laden  and  his  al-Qaeda  network.

A  star-studded  cast  performed  perfectly  behind 
state-of-the-art  computer  animation  in  Shrek  to  create  one  of  the  year's 
biggest  hits  and  winner  of  the  first  Oscar  for  full-length  animated  feature.  Mike 
Myers  played  Shrek,  the  green  giant  who  goes  from  mean  to  keen;  Eddie 
Murphy  plays  a  talking  jackass— a  role  he's  perfected;  Cameron  Diaz  is  a  mar- 
tial arts  princess  and  John  Lithgow  is  the  villain.  Shrek's  quest  to  rescue  the 
princess  brings  him  into  hilarious  contact  with  a  host  of  fairy  tale  characters. 


Hidden  East  coast  treasure.  In  The  Shipping  News,  Kevin  Spacey  plays  an  ink  setter  from  upstate  New  York  who 
returns  to  his  family's  home  in  a  small  Newfoundland  fishing  outport  to  escape  a  personal  tragedy.  But  for  many, 
the  bright  light  in  the  sometimes  dark  film,  based  on  the  Pulitizer  Prize-winning  novel  by  E.  Annie  Proulx,  is 
Newfoundland,  itself,  where  the  movie  was  shot.

This  time  all  the  fuss  is  over  his 
performance  in  Ron  Howard's 
A  Beautiful  Mind,  which  won  four 
Academy  Awards,  including  Best 
Picture.  Crowe  plays  John  Nash  Jr., 
an  American  math  genius  in  the 
1950s  who  struggles  with  schizo- 
phrenia before  making  a  comeback, 
capped  by  winning  a  Nobel  Prize  in 
1994  for  his  work  in  game  theory. 
Co-star  Jennifer  Connolly,  who 
plays  his  wife,  won  the  Oscar  for 
Best  Supporting  Actress. 


Smith  dances  like  a  butterfly.  In  AH,  Will  Smith  had  the  critics  talking  Oscar 
before  the  movie  was  even  released.  Smith  put  on  30  pounds  of  muscle  and 
seriously  toned  up  to  play  the  part  of  the  world's  greatest  boxer.  Ten  years 
of  Ali's  life  are  depicted  in  the  film,  including  many  of  his  personal  struggles 
— divorces  and  draft-dodging  Vietnam — before  concluding  with  his  title 
fight  against  George  Foreman.  Smith  also  did  a  great  job  staying  true  to  Ali's 
famous  motormouth.  In  the  end,  Smith  lost  the  Oscar  fight  to  Denzel 
Washington  who  starred  as  the  bad  cop  in  Training  Day. 


Hollywood's  new  hunk.  Hayden 
Christensen  of  Toronto  got  a  huge 
break  when  he  was  selected  by 
Star  Wars  director  George  Lucas 
to  play  Anakin  Skywalker — the  Jedi 
warrior  who  later  becomes  Darth 
Vader — for  the  coming  new 
Star  Wars  features.

Gold  Rush.  A  slow  start  at  the  Olympics  in  Salt  Lake  City  called  into 
question  the  state  of  our  sports  programs,  but  in  the  final  days  a  slew 
of  medals  quieted  the  critics.  With  17  medals,  the  2002  Games  turned 
out  to  be  our  finest  ever  Winter  Games  performance.  Canada's  first 
gold  came  when  speed  skater  Catriona  Le  May  Doan,  (top  right),  blew 
away  the  competition  on  the  500-m  long  track.  Wayne's  boys  kept 
our  gold-hungry  nation  on  edge,  floundering  at  the  start,  but  in  the 
end  Team  Canada  didn't  disappoint.  After  a  50-year  Olympics  drought, 
Canada  roared  to  glory  with  a  5-2  win  over  the  U.S.,  with  1 2  million 
people  watching — the  largest  measured  TV  audience  for  a  sporting 
event  in  Canadian  history.  It  took  five  days  for  the  International  Olympic 


Committee  and  the  Skating  Union  to  figure  out  what  any  arm-chair  skating  judge 
could  tell  you — Canadian  figure  skating  pair  Jamie  Sale  and  David  Pelletier 
deserved  the  gold  medal.  The  furor  over  Skategate  made  celebrities  of  the  off-ice 
couple  and  has  led  to  big  time  endorsement  deals,  including  one  for  Crest 
Whitestrips,  ensuring  we  aren't  going  to  forget  their  million-dollar  smiles  anytime 
soon.  Meanwhile,  nobody  thought  the  Canadian  women's  hockey  team  had  a 
chance  against  the  U.S.,  which  was  on  home  ice  and  had  won  all  of  the  last 
eight  meetings  between  the  two.  But  not  even  the  officiating  of  an  American 
referee  in  the  gold  medal  final  could  stop  Canada  from  a  3-2  upset  win.  In 
another  example  of  true  grit, few  will  forget  Beckie  Scott's  beaming  smile,  (centre), 
after  winning  the  first  ever  North  American  Olympic  medal  in  cross-country 
skiing — a  bronze  in  the  combined  pursuit.  All  in  all,  a  great  show. 
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And  the  new  Tiger  is . . .  William 
Augustus  Tryon  IV?  Nicknamed  Ty 
by  his  dad,  after  the  Ty  Webb 
character  in  Caddyshack,  Tryon 
became  the  youngest  player — 17 
years,  six  months  and  one  day — 
to  earn  his  PGA  tour  card.  His  best 
rookie  performance  since  joining 
the  tour  was  a  37th  place  showing 
at  the  2001  B.C.  Open,  where  he 
was  remarkably  the  tournament's 
co-leader  after  18  holes.  No  doubt 
Nike  have  the  endorsement 
contracts  simply  awaiting  Ty's 
signature.
